‘strenuous work, ..five injured people 
were broughr-out ‘of the houses and 
cushed off :to hospital. They were 
‘three children and.nwo ‘women all ot 
whose injuries were “rot seriocs. 
Later, attracted by groans. the work- 
ers dug out three” other people. -Ot 
-these, one had very slight: injuries. 
while the other nwo, an sged man and 
a woman were withoet a scratch. All 
the rescued were removed [rom the, 
" front part of the houses. Those” whe 
were buried in the debris in the rear 
could nor be got at as jt was unsafe 
“Yor the rescuers to venture farm 
me buildings owing to the bulging of 
the walls which remained standing. 
Rescue work had perforce to be 
stopped soon after 9 o'clock.,for the 
walls to be shored. This work. up 
to 11 2.m.. had not been completed. 
During the. shoring of the buildings a 
stampede was caused among the Chi- 
nege crowd: by someone alleging that 
he saw one of "the walls swaying. 
Prompt weasure soon restored order. 
Three .people reported to be still in 
No. 11, and six in. No. Q:are feared 
to be beyond human help. They must 
» have been either crushed to, death or 
suffocated after remaining, so long 
among’ the debris. No, Il was 
vacated a few days ago and the build- 
ing was shored for internal reconstruc- 
ction.

larvae. having ceased, cppor- 
tunity occurs for mosquitoes 
to hatch out again. 
Remedies.—It has been cus- 
tomary to have undergrowth 
ext in the neighbourhood of 
houses ‘in the Spring and 
Autumn and to send gangs of 
»™Men to clear away all tins and 
broken bottles, etc., which are 
then exposed. 

Tt has also been customary to’ oil 
collections of water which can not be 
otherwise dealt with. Also on receipt 
of any complaint of mosquitoes being 
Prevalent, it has been customary ta 
make a special inspection with a view 
to ascertaining their breeding places 
and-to deal with them. 

A special survey is being arranged 
with.a view to finding if any more 
permanent works can be carried out, 
€&., more training of nullahs and for 
alterations of house drainage. 

In spite of any permanent works 
mosquitoes will breed in flower pots, 
eaves, gutters if choked,.and other 
collections of water in private pre- 
mises.” ; : ; 

Dr. Koch asked permission to move 
a resolution on the matter without 
giving the usual fortnight’s. notice: 
The matter ‘was now orgent and a 
resolution now . would make the 
Board’s decision effective without loss 
of time. ie

The text of President Harding’s ‘message to Creare Teveals that be 
" approved the termination of the technical state of war against the Central 
Powers of Europe by resolution of Congress with qualifications essential to 
protect, all United States rights. ‘The President has definitely declared that 
the United States will not join the existing League of Nations, bat added 
in making this announcement to the world: “We in nowise surrender 
our aim for an assdciation to promote peace in which we.would most 
heartily join.” He was considering the matter and hoped to be able to 
work out a plan-for such an association. President Harding wished to 
eliminate the heavy burdens of armaments. He said that the United States 
\was ready to co-operate with other nations to this end but the merest, 
pradence forbade the United States to disarm alone. 
NO DESERTION, 

The highest purpose of the League of Nations was defeated in linking 
it with the treaty of peace making it an enforcing agency of the victors of 
the war. “A resolution of Congress declaring a separate peace can in 
nowise be interpreted as a desertion from those with whom we shared the 
sacrifices of the war but we must place no difficulty in the way of effecting 


, With just reparations, that restoration for which all Europe yearns. Out." 


attitude regarding responsibility for the war and the necessity 
for just reparations bas already had formal and earnest expression.” 
While approving the resolution of, Congress. declaring a state of peace, 
President Harding declares it impossible to ‘ignore the settlements already 
. effected.- “It would be wiser to accept confirmation of our rights and 
interests already provided under the existing treaty with reservations secut- 
’ ing absolute freedom from inadvisable commitments. Our part in | readjust- 

ment and restoration cannot be ignored and’ with the League of Nations 
Gefinitely rejected we may proceed to negotiate, the covenanted relation- 
ships essential to recognition of our rights. :
